It seoms that Shira's wife, with
her four hands, wrmed with sword and
spear aud riding on a Deogal tizer, was
even more bloodthirsty than the god
himsolf, To appease the poddess this
('l‘?.‘.;-lill and costly temple ||‘
and daily sserifices of human life wero
mude vl guite recontly, wilen the Gov.

Should the two proat parties
ever combine against England there will
be a much worse scene enseted in India
than the terrible mutioy of 1857,
Bonnres, tho holy eity of these hun.
dreds of millions of souls, 18 beautifuily
situated on the loft bank of the sacrod
Ganges, n mighty river, whoss copious
ever-flowing strenm  stretehoes from half
umile to a mile in width, and whose
precious watoré—precious to more of the
children of the Great Father of usall
than aoy other waters on the globe—
purify and wash away all taint of sin by
the merest touch.  Here in Benares are

the holy ghats that lead down to
the sanctifying Ganges. Here s
the most holy well where pil.
grims by the hundreds of thon-

sands come wearily each year to purily
themselves before they cleave the Ganges
flood. Here are the eacred cows and
bulls, monkeys, peacocks, doves and ser-
punts, the well of knowledge, the templo
of gold and silver. IHere, indeed, uwro
the encred footprints of the sainted
Buddhn, asd even thoso ol God Vishau!

Of course wo scofl at nll these sacred
and wonderful things aond eall them
pagan superstitions, claiming that othur
witers, other forms of ablution alone enn
pbsolve us from sinful ways; still the

frames onco upon n time,  All these bulls
and monkeys age painted diflerent colora
and worshiped several times a doy with
imposing coremony. Even flowers and
shrubs aro worshipoed and prayed to, for
doos not the essence of divine influence
pervade all nature!

The Monkey Templs is a beautiful
oriontal structure composod of several
shrines oluborately carved and decorated
with gold, silver und precious gems, In

the centre of the bulldiog rise up the |

towers enlled sikras or vimuarahs, so uni-
versnl in [Mindoo temples. They are
built of carved red sandstone or marble,
and often covered with solid plates ot
gold. The origin of their peculiar siape
is unknown, us they existed long before
history, but it is supposed they represent
flames of fire. The whole is surrounded
by n huge wall, having compartments
for the priests or Hindoo monks sud
Inng hats leading down to the Gunges.

Another interesting temple on  the
Gangea s at the Chanki Ghat, where
serponts are  worshiped. The priests of
tho Temple ef the Maon in Boosres cure
every diseaso on earth by prayer and
holy water. Clase to this one is the
statie of the mother of Fiealapios,
This 15 worshiped and cures disenses.
Another one is thatol Sitla or **Small-
pox," a temuple presided over by a Hia-

doo goddess.  Hitbher small pox patients

| flock to ba eured, Tt is needless to say
that not many travelers visit this tample.
|'l‘hu temple of the planet Saturn has o
lnrgo imnyge in the shape of n round sil-
ver digk, from which hanga an apron or
cloth, which prevents ono remarking
that it is & head without a body, A
garland haongs from each enr and o can-
opy Is aprend above.

There is also a temple of food—the
Aunapuroa-—presided over by a goddess.
She hns express orders from Bisheahwar
to feod the iubabitants of Benares.

The temple of Shukareshwar or planet
Venus is filled by men and women pray-
ing for handsome offspring. Ncear the
templo of Veaus i the curious image of
Ganesh, It atands twenty feet high and
has solid silver hands, foot and wars, and
a huge clephunt’s trunk lor a nose,

DBenares Js o qunint old eity, so full of
all forms of worship from oulls to saakes
and idols to things that eannot be men-
tioned. But Banares is noted for other
things, the Hindoo woven silk and
gleaming gold and silver. The hut in
which it is mads is dirty, without win-
dows or doors, The loom is worth, with
wll its wood and knotted strings nnd
trappings, say one or two rupees, thirty
to sixty conts, nnd yet withio that un-
alean hut, squatted upon the earth floor,
sits the weaver, facing his cheap, simple
trap snd weaves such costly, priceless
fabrics, silks that stand on edge, so stiff
they are with golden threads, Silken
goods and embroidery in such wone
drous patterns that kings and prioces
stop to buy; gooda that put to shame
the richest products of Western
civilization, all made by the clever
slender fingers and the deft Indian
hand and foot wupon this cheap
claptrap of & loom. In gold and silver

brass tablewaro the people of
Bennres excel.  In fact the bruss work
i not equaled in any part of the world,
They draw desigus without patterns,
and inlay gold and silver thread into the
brass in most exquisite forms, They sit
on the toor and hold the cup or brass
| plate with their feet und toes nud worlk
with their baunds,

Color Blindness.

From threa to five per cent. of men
who are capable of neting as pilots or
engineers are kept out of the work
through color blisdoess, Total color
blindness is very rare, but the greon-red
blindness is very common. Unfore
tunately for these sufforers from the des
fects of pature, the signals on the watee
und railronds are always green and red,
meking it impossible for them to acceps
pusitions t!u: they might otherwise be
adapted to by nature. After examiniog
severnl Lundred paticots, Hering con-
eluded that while green-red eolor blind-
ness wis quite common, total eolor blind-
ness or yellow-blae 18 very mare, It is
suggested, theo, that if rud sigonl lights
had o duuuully yellowish tinge and the
green ones w bluish tinge, no sceident
from color blindness would ever happeus
